only assisted, but p articip ated, In m ur­ 
ders, to rture'1 and robbery . 
In conclusion Stchep kin p resented 
the recom m endation of the com m ission 
th a t Interior M inister Stol.vp in 
and 
W ar M inister Rudigor be interp ellated, 
asking if step s have been 
taken to 
p rosecute the g uilty 'civil and m ilitary 
officials. 
D isp atches received here from Sa­
